The Baltimore Collector, Surveyor, 
and Naval§C ficer. Gives the Ne- 
yro the Grund Go By. A. B. 
Wilson, the Political Straddler 
has been Boycotted by the Col- 
ored People, and Satdown Upon 
by Collector Groome, the Demo- 
crat he Assisted. Colored Repub- 
licavs, Jubilent and Democratic 
Negroes Chagrinuned. 


BALTIMORE, Md. April 28, 1886. 


The political cauldron which has 
been boiling very briskly here of 
late over the Federal appointments 
in this city has nearly subsided. 
As soon as the appointments of col- 
lector, sarveyor, and naval officer 
were made, there bas been a con- 
tinual rash for minor positions in 
the Federal service. They are now 
about all filled and the colored 
henchmen have without exception, 
been ‘eft in the lurch. When Mr. 
Hodges was elected Mayor of Bal- 
timore last fall, many colored men 
threw up their hats and claimed 
that the victory was won by their 
votes. 

When this same mayor came to 
make his city appointments, some 
350, in number, not a single color- 
edi man received any recognition, 
although they gave him over two 
thousand votes, by the bad advice 
of mercenary ward heelers. They 
thus defeated Hon. George Wil- 
liam Brown, who is proverbially 
known as “every body’s friend,” 
aud from whose impartial record 
us chief justice of the Sapreme 
court, the colored man had every 
right to expect fair play. Bat they 
defeated him in haste aud can now 
repent at their leisure. The color- 
ed democratic man and brother has 
received similar treatment at the 
hand ofcollector Groome as from 
Mayor Hodges. 

Rev. A. B, Wilson, the publisher 
of the “Maryland Director,” -who 
has been practically hoycotted by 
the colored people as being a polit- 
ical proselyte on account of his 
strictures against Judge Brown 
last fall, is reported to have recent- 
iy called on collector Groome for” 
some government “pap” for his ser- 
vices and is said to have been sum- 
marily “sat down upon.” He was 
informed that all minor places had 
been filled. and tuat there was no 
corn in Uncle Sam’s crib tor him. 
Such is the reward that these col- 
ored nen who went over the fence 
are getting for their zeal, aud from 
such experience they may some 
day learn that “the way of the 
transgressor is hard.”

Mr. E:litor :— 

Owing to the seperate Emapcipa- 
tion parades on the 16th of April 
1886, which seem to be _ the 
whole topic ofcouversation through. 
out the city, and perhaps the coun- 
try too just now, I feel that there 
was never a greater occasion for me 
to give an expression of my views in 
common with Others 
who appear to be interected in the 
Emancipation celebration of the 
slaves in the District of Columbia, 
and other great measures which 
eu brace all of the material interests 
of the colored American race as 
citizens of the United States. 

To begin with, let me congrata- 
late the chief managers of this 
most glorious event, not ouly for 
their manly courage, but also for 
theirability aud skill, that with such 
grave responsibility and vast con- 
course of people they managed so- 
bravely and successfully celebrate 
the day without either disgrace or 
excitement, beyond attractions 
which would have been as attrac- 
tive with one as with two. Let us 
at once agree that a righteous prin- 
ciple will always out live mere 
personal ambition. 

They unfortunately differed on 
men, but wisely upweld the mea- 
sures, though by separate parades. 
This’ shows that.the measure is 
praise worthy, commendable, and 
entitled to your highest and most 
earefal consideration, 

We would notice that His Excel- 
lency, the President of the United 
States, by reason of this difference, 
refused to review the parades; bat 
this act of his west not be regard- 
ed as that of an enemy, buta friend. 
It was to compel respect for reason 
and to. force obedience to the laws 
of common sense. Some say, that 
because the managers could not 
agree this year, that the Emanci 
pation celebration by street parades 
and other annual exhibits, produc- 
tions of race improvements, should 
be dispensed with; but I say 
observe the measure which serves 
to perpetuate the memory of our 
freedom, but dispense with 
all men, who upon these ever mem- 
orable occasions, look more to per 
sonal aggrandizement than to the 
general good of the race as Ameri- 
can citizeus, aid hold in sacred 
remembrance the day and method 
op an by which we obtained citi- 
zenship. Mr. John H. Brooks, 
one ofthe trustees of the Pablic 
schools of the District of Columbia, 
said that he was oppose to the cel- 
ebration ofthe 16thof April be- 
cause it serves to keep up distine- 
tion between the races. 

Such dis! inctions as these celebra- 
tions sustain, are essential to the 
well being of the colored race. 

ist. The distinetion which this 
day sustains, can only operate for 
or agaist the colored race, and 
can vever apply to the white. For 
they were mad when the liberty 
which we commemorate was 
awarded, and they are mad when- 
ever the time comes to enjoy it. 

20nd. The distinction of whieh 
Mr. Brooks spoke, is that of com- 
plextion ; and that distinction was 
wade by the white race ; aud though 
we tay subject as to them 
in every possible mauner through 
the very objectional custom of a 
walgamation, such as they practic- 
ed among us when we could not 
help ourselves, yet this distinction 
of which Mr. Brooks spoke, will -re- 
main with us asa race. 

3rd. Tue celebration of this day 
by the colored people who appreei- 
ate their freedom, ought not dis- 
turb the diguity of those who are 
ashame to own that they were 
slaves. 

4th. That common seuse may 
form the basis of all righteous ef- 
forts, let it uow’ be uuderstood 
once and for all times, that previ- 
ous to April 16th 1862, and Janua- 
ry Ist 1863, there was not a free 
colored persou iu the United States 
aud indeed, there is nut now a 
colored man in all America who 
enjoys the same liberty that the 
whites enjoy. 

These «1 joyments of eqaal rights 
must be bLivought about vy persis- 
teut agitation and exhibits. Aud 
aguin sowe Say that these anuua! 
veleorations bring out only the 
worstelements of our race, which 
minmuke bad for the whole; that is 
not so. For while it cannot do 
more thau to ex,ose to the world’s 
disgust, the horrible cundition of 
slavery, it certainly presents a 
most admirable conduct of au ever 
grateful people. England might 
say the same the same of America, 
fur celebrating the Fourth of July, 
and the confederacy might say the 
sameofthe Union ior celebrating 
the 30h of Muy; bat must they do 
away with these important days, 
cuuse some say that they «il 


celebrate this day 
prineiple,
